Evacuation notices remain in place. Plumbing 

completed on containment lines to support 

mop-up. 

5 Palmer WA-SPD Sheldon 
Reduced evacuation levels outside perimeter. 

Mop-up and patrol. Some demob occurring.

OR-UMF Almas 

Inaccessible terrain. Direct and indirect line 

construction has begun. 

7 Indian Creek OR-VAD Gales 
Critical sage grouse habitat. Mopping hot spots 

on northwest/west flank. Patrol south and east.

All evacuation levels have been dropped. Hold, 

improve, mop-up on all flanks.
